THE KLBA CLIP 
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BATTLE COMING IN 
SENATE THIS WEEK. 


Three Measures Of Statewide Importance 
sl Up. 
Montgomery Advertiser. 

There are three bills of state- 
wide importance that will con- 
front the Senate duriug the com- 
iug week, or during the early 
part of the week following. These 
are the Parks loeal option bill, 
Mr. Stexen’s Appellate Court 
bill, and Mr. Justice’s bill to raise 
the appropriation for common 
achools of the State from $8h0,- 
000 to $500,000. 

Because the + redemption oj 
pledges made by the Democratic 
parts depends upon its ‘passage 
through the Senate, interests 
centers perhaps in the passage of 
the Parks local oytion bill. This 
bill must go first through the 
hand of the Temperance Commit- 
tee composed of Senators Moody, 
Spragins, Norman, Atkins, 
Crumpton, Stevens, Miller, Rog- 
ers and Justice. Local optionist 
claim six of the nine members of 
the committee. Prohibitionists 
claim enoug? to,defeat the bill. 

Senator Moody, chairman of the 
Temperance Committee, introduc- 
ed three weeks ago a dispensary 
bill, State-wide in its scope as to 
local option. and and it is under- 
stood that a hard fight will be 
made by the prohibitionists to 
substitute this measure for the 
Parks bill. On this attempted 
substitutionf however, local op- 
tionists claim that they have sev- 
enteen men absolutely pledged to 
defeat the attempt. 

Atter the defeat of the Moody 
substitute, if it is to be in reality 
defeated, the real fight will begin. 
Here the local optionists again 
claim that they have seventeen 
men absolutely pledged, with at 
least two more probabilities. It 
is clarmed that the fight in the 
Senate waged by the local 2ption- 
ists willbe even easier to win 
than was the struggle in the 
House on last Thursday. 


When Senator Justice’s educa- 
tional appropriation bill came up 


in the Senate Friday morning, it 
was thought that it would be pass- 
ed without protest, Senator Al- 
len, however, advocating the best 
possible chance for the poor boy 
to get a common school educa- 
tiou, offered an amendment tothe 
bill raising the amount of the ap- 
propriation from $500,000 to 
$600,000. To this amendment 
and to the bill, it was objected 
that moneys of the State were 
being appropriated in a reckless 
manner, andthe Senate was re- 
minacd that the committee ap- 
pvinted to investigate the condi- 
tion of the treasury had not yet 
reported. It was therefora mov- 
ed and carried to re-commit the 
bill to the Committee on Finance 
aud taxation. 

Senator Morrew’s bill to asses 
taxable property in Alabama on a 
basis of GO per cent. was also 
passed by the Senate. With the 
exception of these four bills, 
measures considered by the Senate 
were generally of a local or minor 
nature. On Friday, a resolution 
offered by Senator Spragins for 
the Senate to remain in session 
until the calander had been clear- 
ed of local bills, was adopted un- 
der suspension of the rules, and a 
great rmount of local legislation 


was passed.
